Philadelphia, Jan. 3 (AP).—The 
huge Integrity Trust company will 
pass out of existence January 13 un­ 
der a plan approved by federal and 
state banking authorities—but to 
holden of ,U $35,000,000 in deposits 
the change will be merely a book­ 
keeping job. 
Two other Philadelphia banks, the 
First National and the Western Sav­ 
ing Fund society, will assume Integ­ 
rity’s deposit obligations in full.

Five Rescued in 
Philadelphia Blaze 


Philadelphia Jan. 3 <AP>.—Five 
persons, four of them past 70. were 
carried down ladders by 
firemen 
early today as flames destroyed a 
north side hotel. 
Burned and suffering from the 
effects of smoke they were wrapped 
in blankets to protect them iron: 
bitter cold before removal to hos­ 
pitals 
Trapped on the third floor of the 
blazing structure. Erie Hess, 55, tell 
from a coping 40 feet to the street 
below and was injured critically. 
Deputy Fire Marshall William E. 
Houston said preliminary investiga­ 
tion showed the fire was started by 
a cigarette tossed in a waste paper 
basket. 
Residents of an adjoining apart­ 
ment building saw Hess, bleeding 


from cuts, crawl along the narrow 
coping in a desperate effort to avoid 
the flames. 
Persons leaning from windows a 
few feet away tried to grasp his 
feet as he began to lose his grasp 
Shouting "it s no use watch out- 
I’m coming. * he slipped and plunged 
to the street.
